40-49. Any one of these families could be the parents of Cordelia and/or Matilda ( BURRELL).

[Not being able to determine the age of Nancy (SHORT) Burrell presents a problem. Looking at 
the 1840 census we find two females age 15-19 and age 50-59. I dismiss the female 15-19 
because daughter; Cordelia was supposedly born in 1830 making her 10 years of age and her 
mother would not be 5-9 years old when Cordelia was born. However, since Peter was age 38 
having a wife 50-59 would have been out of the ordinary. 

Also, what distrubs me in the 1840 census, there is no room for daughter; Matilda ( BURRELL) 
supposedly born in 1838 according to the 1850 census. What even makes this more troublesome, 
in the 1840 census of White County, there are 5 other Burrell families. Silas Burrell aged 50-59, 
Ward Burrell aged 30-39, David Burrell aged 40-49, Joseph Burrell aged 20-29, Hannah Burrell age 
40-49. Any one of these families could be the parents of Cordelia and/or Matilda ( BURRELL). 

Since Cordelia didn't marry Richard Greer until 1 June 1851 in White County, Illinois, then Cordelia 
should be in the 1850 census either as a single or previously married. I found a Cordelia Brown had 
married a Martin Brown in Gallatin County in 1850, they were living in White County by the census 
date. But we find Martin and Cordelia in the 1860 census so we know this Cordelia is not our 
Cordelia.

Susan, Nancy (SHORT) was found on ancestry.com, which you realize is very unreliable. 

If I were you, I would do a marriage record search for Peter Smith Burrell and her marriage record. 

(Nancy, Nannie,) 

I would look for about 1 825-1 830 first checking with New York records. 

As you can see in my notes, their daughter; Cordelia (BURRELL) really gave me trouble. Not 

being able 

to determine where she was born does not give me a starting point for her parents marriage 
record. 

Too many times, parents get married in an obscure state that we would never think to look for their 
marriage record. 

I'm afraid this could be one of those instances. 

Peter Smith (Smith named after his mother's maiden name) Burrell kept naming New York as his 
birth state. 

His parents were married 1 January 1788 in New York, their record needs to be verified and the 
county ascertained. 

Once the county has been found then I would look in that county for Peter and Nancy's record. 
Also track John Burrell who died on 13 April 181 1 in Cooperstown, Otsego, New York, United 
States (internet source), his widow; Susannah (SMITH) Burrell should be in the 1820 New York 
census, maybe with a son aged 18, which could be Peter. 

If you find her and Peter, then look for a Short family in the same area in close proximity. Nancy 
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should have been born from 1800-1810. 

Usually the husband is older. When I found Peter in the 1840 census there were no Short families 
in White County, Illinois. 

Maybe the woman that is 50-59 was his mother, Susannah, but someone put her birthdate exactly 
as 1 6 March 1 769 in Chatham, Columbia, New York, USA. 
By 1840 she should have been in the 71-80 age bracket.

Checking the White County, Illinois deed records would indicate when Peter bought his first piece 
of property. 

This would give an approximate arrival date from New York or where ever he was before he got to 
Illinois. 

Also with a property location and date would pinpoint the birth location of the children and give you 
a more approximate place to look to him in the 1 830 census. 

In other words, if he arrived in White County after 1 830 then check in New York 1 830 census, if he 
arrived in White County before 1830, then take a closer look at White County, Illinois 1830 census. 
As far as sealing Peter and Nancy, I would, if I were you, check NFS and see if someone worked 
the back door and listed a Short family with a daughter Nancy 
married a Burrell, and don't forget all the spelling variables. 

I don't know how long you have been active in Family History research but in my 35 years, I have 
noticed the Lord opens doors when you make an effort

This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints.
